BRITISH EXPORTS TO DOMINIONS 
UP $60,000,000 IN 8 MONTHS 


Exceed Shipments to Foreign Na- 
tions for First Time; 14.2 
Pct. Increase. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept, 27.—The Empire 
Industries Association announced 
today that this year, for the first 
time, Great Britain’s exports to the 
empire were exceeding her exports 
to foreign nations. 

In the first eight months of the 
year exports to empire countries 
increased more than $60,000,000 
over last year, or 14.2 per cent. Ex- 
ports to foreign countries increased 
$13,750,000, or 2.9 per cent. Empire 
exports were $3,315,000 higher than 
exports to foreign countries. 

The British Chamber of Com- 
merce adopted a resolution urging 
the Government to call another im- 
perial economic conference, similar 
to that at Ottawa in 1932.

KLLS CUSTOMER, 
PURSUES ANOTHER 


Pine Lawn Man Says He 
Shot Victim Who Re-

Theft. 


DENIAL BY PARTNER

He and Other Witnesses 
Assert Slayer Fired at 
Man Apparently Without 
Provocation. 


John M. Currie, 23-year-old’ un- 
employed laborer, was shot to death 
yesterday afternoon in a tavern at 
5204 Helen avenue, Pine Lawn, by 
Leroy J. Crowley, 35, one of its 
owners, who said he fired after 
Currie struck him when he ac- 


from the tavern. 


cused him of stealing cigarettes | 


Currie, the only son of Mr. and 


Mrs. James Currie, 4818 Ravenwood | 
avenue, Pine Lawn, was_ shot 
through the heart with a .32-caliber 
automatic pistol in the presence of 
about 12 customers in the tavern. 
He was taken to the nearby private 
hospital of Dr. L. B. Tiernon where 
he died a few minutes after the 
shooting, which occurred at 4 
o'clock. An inquest will be. held 
there tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock, 
The Slayer’s Story. 

Crowley, who surrendered last 
night to Deputy Sheriff Klein, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he fired a single shot at Currie in 
self-defense. 

“I had accused him of stealing 
cigarettes,” Crowley said, “and he 
struck at me and followed me be- 
hind the ber. ‘Wien several of his 
friends started at me, I fired.” 

A different version was given by 


Joseph Butz, the other owner of the 
tavern, who said that he took his 
place behind the bar with Crowley 
about 15 minutes before the shoot- 
ing and had heard no preliminary 
dispute. 

“Currie was sitting on a stool at 
the end of the bar,’ Butz related, 
“when suddenly Crowley went 
around the bar and hit him, knock- 
ing him from the stool. The fellow 
got up and Crowley knocked him 
down again.” 

Butz said several men separated 
them but that Currie followed Crow- 
ley and hit him on the head, Crow- 
ley wheeling and shooting him. 

Pursue Another Man. 

Ray McCrea, 4512 Edgewood 
avenue, Pine Lawn, a customer who 
was playing cards with three 
others, said that he urged Crowley 
“not to hit that man until he’s so- 
ber” and that the tavern keeper 
pointed his pistol at him, remark- 
ing, “This goes for you, too.” 

“He suddenly fired at Currie,” 
said McCrea, “and I ran out of the 
place. Crowley followed me and I 
ducked behind an automobile.” 

Another customer, Charles Ockel, 
4703 Rosewood avenue, Pine Lawn, 
who was standing at the bar, said 
that he saw Crowley “level his gun” 
at McCrea and then run eest. 

Currie’s mother said today that 
she heard her son, who had been 
unemployed since March, speak 
well of Crowley recently. 

St. Louis police records show that 
Currie was sentenced to two years 
at Boonville Reformatory in 1929 
as an incorrigible.

HIS PROGRAM FOR 
UITY FINANCES 


Would Use Liquor Tax to 
Back Part of Bonds 
Voted in May and Meet 
Maturities by Refunding. 


PROPOSES TO RAISE 
LEXY ON MERCHANTS 


Asserts PWA Grants Can 
Thus Be Retained, Work 
Provided and Needed 
Projects Completed. 


A program for meeting revenue 
needs of the city was recommended 
tu Mayor Dickmann today by City 
Counselor Hay. 

It called for the use of liquor ex- 
cise taxes to support part of the 
$16,100,000 improvement bond issue 
voted last May, suggesting that is- 
Suance of the remainder be de- 
ferred. In view of the estimated 
deficiency of $2,452,900 in the bond 
sinking fund, it advocated issuance 
of refunding bonds in place'of old 
bonds maturing next year. For sup- 
port of the refunding bonds it pro- 


posed an increase in the existing 
merchants’ and manufacturers’ li- 
cense taxes. It asserted that more 
forceful efforts at collection of cur- 
rent and delinquent taxes would 
overcome an anticipated deficit of 
$1,800,000 in general municipal ac- 
counts. 

Comptroller Nolte, in a report to 
the Board of Aldermen today, de- 
clared the liquor taxes should be 
applied to the support of refunding 
bonds rather than the issue of last 
May. Collector Koeln asserted that 
persons who could afford to pay 
their taxes had been doing so. He 
said Hay was including in his esti- 
mates delinquent personal property 
taxes, collection of which is im- 
practicable, under the law. 


Would Issue Some of Bonds. 


Hay’s report proposed immediate 
issuance of $3,600,000 of the bonds 
authorized in May, covering part 
ot seven of the 11 bond items and 
all of two items. Thereby the city 
would expect to retain the right to 
the $5,291,000 in grants allotted by 
the PWA in connection with this 
bond issue. The PWA has threat- 
ened to rescind the grants if work 
was not started soon. 


In accordance with a program 
drawn up by President Brown of 
the Board of Public Service, Hay 
recommended issuance of the fol- 
lowing bonds: Completion of con- 
vention hall section of Municipal 
Auditorium, $900,000 (the entire 
item); development of Memorial 
Plaza and construction of war me- 
morial, $100,000; development of 
eleemosynary institutions, $300,000; 
construction of Souther Arsenal Re- 
lief Sewer, $500,000; grade crossing 
elimination, $200,000; new National 
Guard armory, $100,000; five new 
police stations, $250,000; street wid- 
ening revolving fund (particularly 
for completion of North Twelfth 
boulevard), $1,000,000 (the entire 
item); two Negro community cen- 
ters, $250,000. 

Issuance at this time of bonds for 
two other items, for completion of 
the interior of Civil Courts Build- 
ing and for development of Union 
Station Plaza, was not proposed. 
PWA grants for the auditorium and 
Memorial Plaza covered these im- 
provements, too. 


Three Major Objectives. 


Hay declared there should be 
three major objectives in issuance 
of the new bonds: Completion of 
undertakings for which the great- 
est need exists; provision of the 
largest possible amount of work 
this winter, and preservation of the 
Federal grants. It would not be 
practicable to try to start all work 
under the $16,100,000 program at 
once, he said. Within the next 12 
months, according to Brown, addi- 
tional bonds, for about $3,600,000, 
should be issued, Hay related. 

Revenues of $400,000 to $480,000 a 
year in sight from liquor’ taxes 
would be sufficient to support $7,- 
200,000 of the bonds, Hay continued. 
Ben H. Charles, special bond attor- 
ney for the city, has agreed with 
Hay that the liquor revenue could 
be allocated by ordinance to sup- 
port these bonds. 

Refunding operations for matur- 
ing bonds will not be necessary un- 
til November, 1935, Hay asserted. 
He allowed for refunding of possi- 
bly $4,000,000 in bonds, although he 
had been informed the maximum 
probably would be $3,238,000. To sup- 
port the refunding bonds, he said, 
increases of the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ license taxes, from 
28 to 67 cents on the $100 on stock 
on hand and from $1 to $1.25 on the 
$1000 on sales, would be sufficient. 
He recommended the change be 
made effective next July 1,when the 
nevt annual payments would be d ue. 
These increases were proposed in 
one of the administration’s four

In it, 
he probably will discuss in some Ce- 
tail his ideas for the future for 
NRA as well as his ideas on the 
business situation. 

Tonight the President wi!l make 
a brief radio speech in connection 
with the current topics discussion. 


No Reply to Questionnaire. 


Roosevelt made it clear at a press 
conference yesterday that he would 
not z4eply directly to the recent 
questionnaire of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, asking for 
his views on Federal spending, bud- 
get balamcing, currency stabiliza- 
tion and Government interference 
with private business as a means of 
allaying what it called general “ap- 
prehension.” 

In the first place, he said, the 
chamber was only one of many 
similar organizations throughout 
the country and that he obviously 
could not answer all such queries 
without creating an impossible sit- 
uation. 

But there was another reason, 
too, for giving no reply, he said, 
jokingly. He was reminded by the 
Chamber of Commerce questions of 
the old story of the lawyer’s cross- 
examination: “Have you~ quit 
beating your wife?” 

Asked to comment on business re- 
actions, the President remarked 
with a smile that he didn’t have as 
many reactions as many business 
men, nor as many inhibitions either. 

Exodus of Johnson Mer. 


NRA headquarters meanwhile 
continued in the routine of code 
administration. An exodus of some 
of the major officials particularly 
allied with Johnson was expected. 
Such aids as C. E. Adams, George

OF METEOR IN NEW ENGLAND

Five Reported in Massachusetts, 
One Recovered; Brilliant Day- 
light Display. 

By the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 27.— 
Meteorites were reported today to 
have fallen in five places. in 
Massachusetts following a  bDril- 
liant daylight meteor that flashed 
across the sky yesterday. 

One of the small masses of stony- 
metallic substance was recovered 
when it fell at Salisbury Beach, 
missing a group of relief workers 
by 100 feet. Others were reported 
to have fallen in the water off 
Lynn, on the land near Northboro, 
in the Plymouth woods, and off 
the Bingham shore. 

The one that fell at Salisbury 
Beach was recovered by Leonard 
Murphy. It weighs about a pound 
and is seven inches long and five 
inches wide. 

A meteorite that fell into the sea 
half a mile off shore was reported 
by Wesley Bailey, who said it gave 
off a light brighter than sunlight. 
He said the tail gave off a stream 
of smoke. 

Geoffrey D. Perrin and James 
Loomis, who saw the meteorite in 
the vicinity of Plymouth, declared 
“it looked as big as a house and 
left a trail of fire and smoke.”

District Attorney Samuel J. 
Foley disclosed the meeting after 
Hauptmann had pleaded not guilty 
to an indictment returned by a 
Bronx County grand jury yesterday 
charging extortion in the Lindbergh 


kidnaping case. Bail was set at 
$100,000. 
Col. Lindbergh made the trip 


from his Englewood, N, J. home 
accompanied by several members 
of the District Attorney’s staff. He 
entered the County Court building 
unnoticed, and as a disguise wore a 
pair of horn-rimmed glasses and a 
cap. 

Prisoner Unaware of Presence. 

Taken to the sixth floor of the 
building in a private elevator, Col. 
Lindbergh took his place in a line 
of detectives and the prisoner was 
brought in. The disguise served to 
prevent Hauptmann from knowing 
that Lindbergh was in the line, but 
further details of the meeting were 
not disclosed by Foley. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said the outcome of 


the meeting would not be made 
public. 
“Col. Lindbergh,” the District 


Attorney said in announcing the 
meeting, “was met by several of 
my staff early this morning in New 
Jersey and was driven to the Coun- 
ty Court building. He was taken 
by private elevator to my office. 
When he came in he wore horn- 
rimmed glasses and a cap. He 
was one of a line of detectives. 


The prisoner never knew he was 
Lindbergh.” 
The visit of Col. Lindbergh in 


the “line-up” at the District Attor- 
ney’s office lasted 10 minutes, from 
9:50 to 10 a. m. It resulted from 
a wish expressed by the flyer. to 
see the prisoner. During the time 
Lindbergh did not utter a word, 
Charles Brodie, chief clerk in the 
District Attorney’s office, an- 
nounced after Foley had made the 
meeting public. Foley also said 
that Lindbergh did not comment 
afterward either to Foley or any 
member of the prosecutor’s staff. 
Col. Lindbergh left immediately 
afterward. 
Arraignment of Prisoner. 

The line-up caused a delay in ar- 
raignment of the prisoner before 
County Judge Lester W. Patterson. 
Hauptmann appeared in a daze 
when he was led before the bench, 
wearing a wrinkled light gray suit, 
a white shirt with the collar open 
and no tie. He had a “stubby 
growth of beard and said nothing 
during the brief proceedings, which 
required five or six minutes.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 27. — 
The life story of Louis de More, 
former Chicago taxicab driver un- 
der life sentence at the Missouri 
State penitentiary here for a mur- 
der which his prosecutors now be- 
lieve he did not commit, was un- 
folded before Gov. Park yesterday 
by the convict himself in the hope 
of obtaining an unconditional par- 
don. 

For nearly five months de More 
has been confined in prison for the 
fatal shooting of a St. Louis police- 
man, Albert Siko, but now members 
of the Police Department and the 
Circuit Attorney’s ‘office are con- 
vinced another was the actual 
slayer. 

After hearing the convict’s story 
for nearly an hour in his executive 
office, Gov. Park said he probably 
would decide within the next few 
days whether to pardon de More. 

De More, who came to St. Louis. 
last spring, was arrested about 
two hours after Patrolman  Siko 
was fatally shot last April 29. He 
confessed the shooting and pleaded 
guilty and was taken to the prison 
May 3. He was apprehended when 
he made a remark to a policeman 
that the description of the slayer 
seemed to fit him: 

The former taxi cab driver told 
the Governor that he _ confessed 
and pleaded guilty because he 
thought he would be hanged if he 
stood trial. 

Since his incarceration in the 
prison, the St. Louis police have 
taken into custody a former Indiana 
convict, George Couch, against 
whom Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney James McLaughlin of St. Louis 
says the police “have a_ strong 
case.” The Prosecutor said there 
was “a marked resemblance”  be- 
tween de More and Couch. 

McLaughlin, with Lieut. Thomas 
Hunt and Wiltiam Greenspan of the 
Police Department and Lester Wat- 
son and Thomas J. Neenan, attore- 
neys for de More, recommended to 
Park that the convict be pardoned.

The search centered in the north- 
west section of Detroit, where man- 
agers of nine apartment houses said 
that a couple closely resembling the 
Goodriches had sought to rent an 
apartment Monday night. | 

The hunt has spread all over the 
United States, with circulars de- 
scribing the couple mailed to every 
police department, but police were 
told they were seen in Detroit as 
late as Tuesday. 

The apartment is six blocks from 
the Gallaher home from which Lil- 
lian disappeared last Thursday. 

Investigation has established only 
a few facts: hat the girl was 
criminally attacked, beaten and 
strangled to death at least three 
days ago, that the Goodriches ap- 
parently left their apartment last 
Saturday and that Goodrich had 
been detained in an Ohio asylum for 
molesting a 12-year-old girl in 1931. 

Lillian Gallaher was last seen 
Thursday when she knocked at the 
door of the Goodrich apartment 
while attempting to sell punch board 
chances for a parochial school bene- 
fit. The search for the child ended 
in that apartment yesterday when 
Clyde Burgess, the caretaker, called 
the police who found the. girl's 
body trussed up in a small trunk. 

Police reported that the Good- 
riches had occupied the apartment 
since July 10, but had not been seen 
there since last Saturday. It also 
was established that there were two 
men in the apartment when the 
girl knocked at the door last Thurs- 
day. 

Police Commissioner Heinrich 
Pickert and Chief of Detectives 
Fred W. Frahm in searching the 
apartment found the killer’s ham- 
mer, an assortment of obscene pic- 
tures and several small Bibles. 

“There is no doubt,” said the com- 
missioner, “that whoever commit- 
tde this hideous crime had been 
going over its details for a long 
time and probably had been lying 
in wait for some victim suited to 
his purpose to fall into his hands.” |

Took Office. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Wil- 
liam Stanley, Assistant Attorney- 
General, said yesterday that strong 
political pressure was brought to 
bear in 1933 to replace J. Edgar 


Hoover as director of the Justice 
Department’s division of investiga- 
tion. 

This statement was made at a 
luncheon given by Hoover for a 
group of prominent police chiefs 
who are meeting here for their an- 
nual convention. 

After paying tribute to Hoover, 
Stanley said he was well aware of 
the pressure exerted on Attorney- 
General Cummings to remove Hoo- 
ver when President Roosevelt came 
into office. 

This influence, he said, came 
from politicians. He added that he 
thought all men engaged in crim- 
inal investigation work should be 


promoted on merit rather than 
on the basis of political support. 

Hoover expressed appreciation of 
the co-operation his bureau had re- 
ceived from police departments the 
country over, and attributed the 
success of his men in tracking 
down criminals to this co-operation. 

Among resolutions introduced at 
the convention was one commend- 
ing the church campaign to remove 
objectionable material from movies. 
In particular, the resolution criti- 
cized movies which had a tenden- 
cy to glorify the gangster.

“Infant Care’ was compiled by a 
group of famous “baby doctors” in 
1914 and revised in 1928. It starts 
with advice to register the birth of 
the child, and goes on through the 
problems of feeding, clothing, wean- 
ing, treatment of common baby ills 
and prevention of more serious ones. 

It includes a weight chart which 
mothers say they follow daily. It 
tells how to bathe a child. It gives 
the month-by-month change which 
should take place in the child’s 
food, weight and sleep. 

Women on farms, far from doc- 
tors, send pictures of strong chil- 
dren and tell amazing stories of 
their birth and development, all | 
without the aid of a doctor. 

So great was the demand for the | 
book that the bureau finally called | 
on its advisory committee of doc- | 
tors to cover the rest of the span of | 
a child’s life. | 


So “Prenatal Care,” | 
“The Child from One to Six,” and | 
“Child Management” were written. | 
All of them are issued free by the | 
bureau until the year’s printing al- | 
lotment is exhausted. Thereafter, a 
charge of 10 cents a copy is made 
to defray printing costs.

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HOW STATE OLD Abt 
PENSION PLANS WORK 


Survey for Information of 
Congress Shows Mandatory 
Method More Successful. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept 27.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s promise to seek 
old age pension legislation by the 
next Congress has prompted lead- 
ers to ponder three questions: 

Whether it should be compulsory 
or optional with the states; how the 
money is to be raised, and whether 
it should be an outright Federal 
grant or be handled on a matching 
basis with the states. 

Much information on experiences 
with pensions plans is available to 
the legislators. It was found that 
a recent Labor,Department survey 
showed, among other things, that 
mandatory state statutes have been 
more successful than the optional 
plan. 

Twenty-eight states, Alaska and 
Hawaii, now have old age pension 
laws. Twenty-three are mandatory, 
the remainder leaving it to the 
counties whether they want to par- 
ticipate. 

At the end of 1933 pensions actu- 
ally were being paid in only 16 
states and Alaska. These were as- 


sisting 115,547 old people at a cost 
during the year of $25,950,248. New | 


COURT GIVES LONG RIGHT 
TO HOLD SECOND PRIMARY 


Justices of Supreme Bench Split 
But Three of Them Issue 
Order.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—The 
Louisiana Supreme Court split yes- 
terday over Senator Huey Long’s 
election practices and three Jus- 
tices issued a writ which permits 
the holding of a second primary 
called in the third district to fill 
a vacancy on the supreme bench 
left by the death of Justice Win- 
ston Overton. 

The three Justices granted a writ 
sought by E. A. Conway, Secretary 
of State, to suspend judgment of 
Judge W. Carruth Jones, in East 
Baton Rouge District Court, order- 
ing Conway to recognize Judge 
Thomas F. Porter of Lake Charles 
as Third District Democratic nomi- 
nee for the Supreme Court in the 
Sept. 11 primary. 

Judge Porter was the anti-Long 
candidate in the primary, but his 
opponent, Justice Overton, died 
two days before the election and, 
in the opinion of Judge Jones, Por- 
ter was entitled to be the nomi- 
nee under the primary law. 

Long, who was supporting jus- 
tice Overton for re-election, de- 
clared no election had been held, 
had the District Executive Com- 
mittee declare the primary “null 
and void” and another primary was 
called for Oct. 9.

Council With 


Maxim Litvinoff Pleads Again 
In League for Permanent Peace 


U. S. Taking Part 


Soviet Commissar Discusses His Request for 
Report on Possible Resumption of 


Disarmament Parley. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. 27.—A permanent 
peace conference in which the Unit- 
ed States could participate is still a 
goal of Soviet Russia, Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Commissar for Foreign Af- 
fairs, told the Assembly of the 
League of Nations today. 

Litvinoff discussed his surprise 
resolution of yesterday asking the 
League Council to obtain a report 
on whether the world disarmament 
conference could be resumed with a 
possibility of success. 

In resonant English  Litvinoff, 


whose country was admitted to the’ 


‘league only last week, announced 
he had not abandoned the idea of a 
permanent conference devoted to 
the consolidation of peace move- 
ments—a proposal which was not 
accepted by league leaders earlier in 
the year. 
Confident of Success. 

“I feel confident the plan can 
succeed and the idea is gaining 
ground,’ Litvinoff said. “There is 
still outside the league one great 
country whose co-operation we high- 
ly value and we must establish a 
common ground for this collabora- 
tion,” he said, alluding to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Litvinoff is thought to have sug- 


gested a plan whereby the United 
States could officially and effective- 
ly participate in peace activities of 
the league without actually joining 
it. 

Litvinoff stressed the necessity of 
creating special permanent organs 
of the league which would deal with 
all problems related to peace, in- 
cluding disarmament. 

Emphasizing that he did not wish 


to interfere with plans of league 
leaders and “still less do away with 
the disarmament conference,” he 
said nevertheless, after two years of 
disarmament efforts the league 
council, from which the conference 
emanated, is entitled to take stock 
of the situation. 

He waived a vote on his resolu- 
tion, but announced he would raise 
the disarmament problem himself 
later at a session of the council. 

Litvinoff’s revival of the perman- 
ent peace conference plan has cre- 
ated extraordinary interest, since it 
is caluculated to give force to the 
Briand-Kellogge pact as an instru- 
ment to outlaw war. 

The German Question. 

Some league leaders were fearful 
a report from Arthur Henderson, 
president of the disarmamanet con- 
ference, would attribute failure of 
the conference to Germany’s with- 
drawal. 

This, they said, would bring up 
the question of Germany’s alleged 
rearming in defiance of the Treaty 
of Versailles—a question which En- 
gland, among others, is anxious to 
avoid. Negotiations are thought to 
be under way now to get Germany 
to return to Geneva. 

In a letter to Richard Sandler, 
president of the League Assembly, 
Litvinoff asked that a resolution re- 
questing a report from the disarma- 
ment conference be considered at 
the league’s next plenary = session. 
The league’s council then would de- 
cide on a course toward disarma- 
ment. 

Afghanistan was unanimously 
elected a member of the league by 
the assembly today.

CONVERSION FOR DECEMBER 


“iorganthau Says It Will Be At- 
tempted If Bond Market 
Is Favorable. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
told reporters today that if the 
bond market is favorable an at- 
tempt may be made in December 
to convert $992,000,000 of maturing 
one-vear certificates of indebted- 
ness into longer term issues. 

He said the 4% per cent Fourth 
Liberty Loan bonds called for Oct. 
15 were “coming in well’ in ex- 
change for new 10-12 year 3% per 
cent bonds. 

When books were closed Monday 
on the four-year 2% per cent notes 
also offered for the Liberties, $844,- 


000,000 of called bonds had been 


turned in out of a total of $1,200,- 
000,000. 

The offer of 3%c for the Liber- 
ties will remain open until further 
notice. 

Morgenthau said the Treasury 
was trying to arrange its financing 
so that large maturities, such as 
the December certificates, could be 
avoided. If the market does not 
appear receptive to a long term of- 
fering on Dec. 15 when the certifi- 
cates mature, officials indicated 
short or medium term notes with 
varying maturities might be of- 
fered. 

The Treasury cash balance on 
Sept. 25 stood at $2,190,287,363. 


FEDERAL RESERVE CONFERENCE 
SEEKS A WAY TO FREE CREDIT 


Means to Encourage Loans to In- |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27. — Ef- 
forts to loosen credit by encourag- 
ing loans to commercial enterprises 
and by making loans for the relief 
of mortgage-pressed properties were 
undertaken today at the Treasury 
and the White House.

THE FUTURE OF THE NRA. 


NRA is doomed. Instead of promoting recovery, it 
has produced confusion that today impedes recovery. 
Instead of healing the age-old strife between capital 
and labor, as the more enthusiastic of its early spon- 
sors proclaimed it would do, it has embittered the re- 
lations between capital and labor. It has fallen far 
short of effecting the re-employment that Gen. John- 
son predicted. It has put up prices to the consumer 
without commensurate increase in purchasing power. 
Contrary to the expectation of many of those 
who voted for the National Industrial Recovery Act 
—the act under which it was created—it has not con- 
fined itself to the larger industries, but has woven a 
network of restrictive regulations that reaches 
throughout business, with a strangling effect upon 
the smaller units. It has put price-fixing devices of 
various kinds into more than 100 codes. 

The Darrow report, however open to criticism for 
its intemperate manner, showed unanswerably the 
tendency of the NRA as now constituted to oppress 
small business and foster monopoly. 

The demand that the NRA be drastically modified 
—or be scrapped altogether, with the preservation 
of certain of its features in other agencies—comes

Notes on River Front Improvement. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR publication of the latest scheme 

for river front improvement, by La 
Beaume and Klein, architects, prompts 
me to suggest that the plan is too monu- 
mental, considering the location; and so 
expensive that there is hardly any likeli- 
hood of its ever being realized. While it 
is superior to the proposals brought for- 
ward by the City Plan Commission a few 
years ago, it is still too architectural. 
The Mississippi River is not a _ wide 
enough body of water at this point to set 
off so imposing a layout; there is no van- 
tage point on the western shore either. 

The stretch of ground from. Third 
street to the river, between the Eads and 
Municipal bridges, is perhaps the most 
significant in the United States to the 
student of American history. It should 
be treated as a hillsidg park; and the 
dominating feature of that park should 
be a sculptural group memorializing 
Thomas Jefferson, the most far-sighted 
man who has appeared in our national 
life) not excepting George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln. A less formal 
treatment of this narrow strip would 
make possible the preservation, in their 
rightful locations, of the historic build- 
ings still standing in that district, partic- 
ularly the Old Cathedral; and it is his- 
tory that should be stressed in any plan 
for this site rather than monumental new 
buildings, obelisks and terraces. A ter- 
raced strip, with formal treatment, could 
occupy the block between Market and 
Chestnut, leading from the Old. Court- 
house down to Main street, where the 
monument to Jefferson, on axis with that 
interesting old building, would mark al- 
most the exact spot where the transfer 
of Upper Louisiana took place. 

The railroad could be rerouted through 
the old tunnel to Third and Washington, 
where a new tunnel, branching north, 
would carry the tracks to the levee north 
of Eads Bridge. Widened Third street 
should be the only north-and-south street 
in the park, and the proper scale for the 
whole area could be preserved by estab- 
lishing a skyline for future buildings 
along the west side of Third street. 

As for additional public garages in the 
downtown district, they would be much 
more convenient if placed along Sixth 
and Seventh streets, both north and south 
of the main intersections; and there is 
plenty of property available for buildings 

_Of that type between Spruce and Carr. 

Plans for the improvement of this 
stretch of the river frontage should be 
worked out in conjunction with plans for 
another park which would include the 
present Marine Hospital and grounds, as 
well as the blocks to the north of the 
hospital, making a connection with the 
Arsenal grounds. The Marine Hospital is 
one of our historic buildings, being the 
work of Robert Mills (Jefferson’s pro- 
tege), who designed the Washington mon- 
uments in Baltimore and Washington, as 
well as many buildings for the Federal 
Government between 1833 and 1858. 

This subject of river front improve- 
ment has been talked of in St. Louis since 
the summer of 1898, when plans were 
first proposed for celebrating the centen- 
nial of the Louisiana Purchase, but dur- 
ing these 36 years nothing definite has 
ever been done; many fine old landmarks 
have disappeared, and St. Louis has lost 
thousands of visitors who would have 
been attracted if we had shown proper 
treatment of our historic assets.

(Mr. Parker’s amusing expression of 
horror at what he considers an egregious 
Post-Dispatch error should be read in 
the light of the fact that, when we men- 
tioned a one-inch growth in every 20 
years, we were speaking of diameter and 


not alone from “conservative” sources, but also, and 
with perhaps even greater insistence, from spokesmen 
of quite another school of thought. In the European 
phrase, the demand comes from right, left and center. 
We are not here concerned with motives, but with 
the central fact of this widespread agreement that 
changes in the NRA are imperative. Among the 
Senators of the United States, it is not a “Tory” 
group, but Borah and Nye, who have done the most 
to arouse public opposition to the NRA. ‘ Among peri- 
odicals, we find the New York Nation saying this: 
“To the public, the NRA is not an administrative 
scheme, but a strange mixture of good and bad so- 
cial intentions which ought not to be made perma- 
nent until the contradictory thinking within it has 
been reconciled.” 

The Nation also says this: 


Industry accepted the new protection of labor 
in return for the right to fix prices and escape 
the anti-trust laws. The concession not only is 
too expensive, but is one of the elemental obsta- 
cles to recovery itself. If the continuation of the 
NRA means the perpetuation of this bargain, we 
should advocate scrapping it altogether. We do 
not believe there can be a recovery under the 
capitalist system without a more normal working 
of a price economy, and we do not see that the 
consumer can possibly be safeguarded against 
exploitation by the price agreements which the 
NRA sanctions. 


Senator Dill. a Democrat, of Washington, said the 
other day in an interview: 


The time has come when interference with 
business by the NRA should cease. The virtues 
of the NRA—the minimum wage and abolish- 
ment of child labor—should be retained, but the 
rest of its controversial features should be 
scrapped. 

The sooner the country gets rid of them the 
better off we will be. Too many Government reg- 
ulations by too many Government agents are an- 
noying to business leaders and workers. The 
sooner these are removed, the more readily will 
recovery come. 

There are more little folks in business and in- 
dustry than big folks. And, under the NRA, it 
is the little folks who are being annoyed the 
most. 


William Allen White's Emporia 
says: 


NRA attempted to do too much. It is unfair 
to say that today’s wisdom might have been the 
foresight of a year ago, when the NRA was start- 
ed. Experience has taught us much that we did 
not know and could not know. But we know it 
now. It is evident that the successor to the NRA 
should bring under control a few basic industries 
—rather experimentally; industries, as for in- 
stance—and only for instance—oil, coal, lumber, 
steel, textiles and transportation. Their entrance 
should be entirely optional.

The Gazette puts the case in a nutshell. The NRA 
attempted to do too much. It bit off more than it 
could chew. 

Quotations could be multiplied, but enough have 
been given to show that the mounting criticism of 
the NRA cannot be thrust aside as a mere partisan 
attack on the administration. Indeed, the necessity 
for radical changes is recognized increasingly by the 
administration itself, as evidenced by the recent an- 
nouncement of an impending division of the NRA’s 
functions into three parts: legislative, administrative 
and judicial. Modification is in the air. The NRA 
as we now know it is on the way out. One other quo- 
tation will suffice to show the trend—a speech by 
Donald R. Richberg, general counsel of the NRA, in 
which he said, after relating that the steel code re- 
quires $500;000 annually for its administration, and 
an army of employes: 

Personally, I do not believe that a host of such 

codes and such bureaucracies should be made per- 
manent. I believe profoundly in the wisdom of 
the processes of codification, but I believe also 
that it must be simplified. 
There is sharp division within the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, as there is sharp division throughout 
the country, as to what should be the future of the 
NRA. There are two fairly well-defined groups of 
advisers around Mr. Roosevelt. One group echoes 
the Brandeis philosophy, which calls for the decen- 
tralization of business and for competition policed 
by the Government through such regulatory agencies 
as the Federal Trade Commission. The other group, 
more radical, more committed to experiment, is for 
social planning schemes with larger control at the 
top than the Brandeis group is willing to vouchsafe 
to that fallible creature, man. We shall see these 
two philosophies in conflict over the reorganization 
of the NRA. 


The Post-Dispatch has no detailed formula for 
the reorganization of the NRA. Various issues will 
arise and it will deal with them as the occasion war- 
rants, but it believes that certain things are funda- 
mental: 

1. Price-fixing devices must be abandoned. 

2. In the field of normally competitive industry, 
the anti-trust laws ‘should be restored, a possible ex- 
ception being made in the case of the natural-re- 
source industries, such as coal and oil, where it is 
desirable to prevent competitive exploitation. 

3. Labor and capital should be left free to settle 
their differences without governmental interference 
except as this may be necessary to protect life and 
property. 

4. In general, governmental interference with pri- 
vate business should be limited to the prevention of 
manifestly unsocial practicés, such as the employ- 
ment of.child labor. Prevention of many unsocial 
practices can be accomplished through the existing 
Federal Trade Commigsion Act and through the anti-

the function of the states and not of the Federal 
Government. 

5. There should be no “cracking down” upon busi- 
ness; no compulsion upon business to enter into 
schemes of regimentation. Formation of codes by 
business groups should be on a wholly voluntary 
basis. No effort should be made to revive the licens- 
ing section of the Recovery Act, which lapsed after 
the first year of the act. 

Senator Borah said in a recent speech: 

What is liberty in this twentieth century? The 
power to fix the price of the things I must have 
in order that I may live and not die is my mas- 
ter, and the fact I may enjoy free speech and 
read & free press does not assuage the cruelty 
of that fact nor ameliorate my servitude in any 
degree whatever. The power which closes the 
door of opportunity to me in the business world 
leaves me cold to all their panegyrics about 
liberty.

trine of “economic free+om’—that should prevail in

E have seen Gen. Johnson as the ex- 
W ponent of the new economics of co- 

operation and industrial self-govern- 
ment, and we have seen him, when his 
theories were brusquely punctured by pro- 
fessional economists, suddenly shift into a 
sweating, dusty business man, a man who 
Gets Things Done. We have even seen him 
reappear as a great humanitarian, for whom 
human values stand above either sordid 
profits or perfumed hypotheses. 

This faculty for squeezing out of tight 
places possessed by the General (his Pro- 
tean quality, shall we say?) is a vivid char- 
acteristic of his speeches. Proteus. the 
veteran Greek impersonator, you will recall, 
had an act the routine of which included 
an even thousand changes. The General's 
act approaches, if it doesn’t quite equal, 
this record. 

The General is any one of a half dozen 
people, depending on what seems most ap- 
propriate at the moment... When you try 
to put your finger on him, you find he is 
somewhere else. 

A fair amount of the time he is still a 
cavalry officer. Much of the time he is 
the professional lawyer, absorbed in the con- 
stitutional questions raised by NRA. Inter- 
mittently he is the “minor industrialist” he 
has called himself in speeches. Again, he 
is the theoretician, viewing the nation’s eco- 
nomic structure from afar and above, hold- 
ing in his hand the plans for a new indus- 
trial order. Finally, he is the Government 
administrator, reconciling in the name of 
the public the quarreling interests pressing 
around him. '

Sometimes in the space of a single speech 
or code hearing you can watch him run 
through these roles of cavalry officer, busi- 
ness man, economist, Government adminis- 
trator. Eugene O'Neill, who believes that 
people in fact wear masks and change these 
masks whenever it is convenient or pru- 
dent to do so, and who doubts that anyone 
ever acts in his real self, would presumably 
take delight in meeting Gen. Johnson. 

This quality of make-believe is not, it 
should be emphatically stated, the General's 
only quality. Equally conspicuous are his 
great heartiness, his energy, his ability to 
charm other people and get them to do 
things. There is hardly anyone who has 
been able to resist his slow, sleepy smile, 
his rapid, sizzling “wisecracks,” his unex- 
pected, apt quotations from Scripture. It 
has been this gift that he has of utterly 
captivating those about him that, as much 
as anything else, has made possible the 
prodigious labors he has performed since 
he has been in Washington. 

Whether or not you believe that NRA 
Cefinitely delayed national recovery, you 
must admire the show the General has put 
on. Ninety per cent of American business 
and industry is under NRA codes, code 
authorities are dizzily meeting all over the 
United States, an immense body of indus- 
trial and trade law has been brought into 
existence, and the General remains the 
most discussed, best known and most pow- 
erful figure of the administration after Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

It must be said the General's gift for char-

acter transformation has been to some ex- 
tent of aid to him. On the whole, however, it 
has served him badly. It has, fundamen- 
tally, prevented him from taking a con- 
sistent, realistic attitude toward business 
and industry. In his role of New Dealer. 
the General has at times assailed business 
men as Chiselers, witch-doctors, tom-tom 
beaters, men of the Old Stone Age. But 
in other roles, he has invested business with 
the qualities of medieval knighthood.

NRA, as established by Gen. Johnson. 
faces two vast problems. The first is the 
extent of the control over industry and busi- 
ness that must be exercised by NRA. The 
second is the degree of labor unionism that 
is to be encouraged. 

The decision finally taken - concerning 
NRA’'S control of business wil] possibly af- 
fect the whole economic life of this coun- 
try for a generation. Under NRA, the pow- 
er of many code authorities to restrict pro- 
duction and raise prices is temporarily ab- 
solute. If NRA cannot devise some mode 
of controlling industry in the interests of 
the public, we shall be on our way not to the 
economy of abundance we have been sO 
en promised, but to an economy of starva- 

on. 

The Consumers’ Advisory Board lists more 
than a hundred NRA codes in which some 
form of direct or indirect price-fixing has 
been sanctioned by Gen. Johnson. And yet 
on Oct. 10, 1933, the General said that 
“there must be a check on these great pow- 
ers.” What became of the check? Appar- 
ently “industrial self-government” had tak- 
en its place. 

The second great problem of NRA has 
been labor unionization. When the General 
first became head of NRA, he showed him- 
self altogether oe to further extensions 
n a press conference, :

T is gratifying that the textile strike i 
I ended, and that this heavy loss to mil 
owners and workers, and to society gen 
erally, is stopped. The terms of the agree 
ment ending the present textile strike, how- 
ever, raise some serious questions. 

The Winant Board's report, used as the 
basis of the settlement, has been hailed as 
a great victory for labor. A careful exam 
ination of the settlement does not quite 
warrant this view. The striking textile 
workers were seeking: a 30-hour week, with 
pay for a 40-hour week; fixing of a max 
mum work load; reinstatement of workers 
discriminated against for union activities, 
recognition of the United Textile Workers 
as the sole bargaining agency of tex'e 
labor; and creation of an impartial arbi 
tration board, with final powers to adjust 
all disputes.

Woman Passenger in Letter 
to Board Says She Saw 
No Officers at Any 


Time. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Miss Ann 
Behling of Philadelphia, a survivor 
of the Morro Castle disaster, in a 
letter to the Federal inquiry board 
investigating the burning of the 
liner at sea said today that no 
alarms were sounded aboard the 
ship. 

Miss Behling, in the letter read 
by Dicker-on N. Hoover who is 
conducting the inquiry, said that 
she was awakened at 2:35 a. Mm. by 
the smell of smoke and that she 
saw the flare of flames through 
the porthole of her cabin on C 
deck. 

At no time, she wrote, did she 
hear an alarm nor did she see any 
officers. Her letter said that while 
she was on C deck nv one was 
fighting the fire. 

Miss Behling’s letter was placed 
in the record after being read by 
Hoover without being sworn to. 
Hoover said that she would swear 
to the letter later. 

Another letter, received by the 
board from Leroy C. Kelsey, a sea- 
man who is now in East Chatham, 
N. Y., told of his experiences in 
attempting to get water pressure 
with which to fight the fire.

They 
wondered if the Legislature would 
again be called to submit a consti- 
tutional amendment to authorize is- 
suance of additional bonds, in what 
amounts and how they would raise 
revenue to retire them. 

The question of retiring relief 
bonds and at the same time main- 
tain the normal functions of gov- 
ernment without impairing their 
efficiency was uppermost in the 
minds of the legislators as they de- 
liberated ways and means of pro- 
viding relief. 

Permanent Plan Expected. 

That a permanent plan of re- 
habilitation will be presented at the 
regular session starting in January 
appeared certain. Both houses have 
expressed themselves in favor of 
appointing a group to devote its 
efforts to formulating a workable 
plan of taking persons off relief and 
placing them on a self-supporting 
basis.

Roper Cites Purchasing Power of 
898 Bushels Compared With

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper yesterday 
used simple comparisons to support 
his contentton that thére were “un- 
shakable evidence of business prog- 
ress.”

MRS. ROOSEVELT GIVES 
HER VIEWS ON WOMEN 


Says They Have Far to Go to 
Get Same Opportunity 
Men Have. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Critical 
discussion of American life, its pos- 
sible trends and its significance, 
took place yesterday at the Herald 
Tribune’s fourth annual conference 
on current problems. The Presi- 
dent’s wife and two Cabinet mem- 
bers were among the speakers. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke of women; 
Attorney-General Homer S. Cum- 
mings of crime, its detection and 
the curbing of criminals, and Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins of labor 
and unemployment. 

“There is still a long way to go 
before women will really have the 
same chance as men to reach im- 
portant places,” Mrs. Roosevelt 
said, telling of the partly success- 
ful fight that has been made. 
| “Tt is still said that there is little 
| creative ability amongst women, 
and so far the record would seem 
to corroborate this theory. It has 
so long been considered woman's 
business to devote herself to cre- 
ating a home and having children 
that other creative work hasn't 
been given much of a chance.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt touched on labor 
problems and said that “under the 
new conditions which are develop- 
ing it becomes more necessary 
than ever for labor to have respon- 
sible and honest leadership which is 
true to labor interests and yet can 


have been set aside in a frantic 
search for new foundations of na- 
tional being. Democracy is flouted. 
Freedom is invaded. Plenty is re- 
nounced. 

“Science is betrayed. Education 
is hamstrung. Religion is tied to 
the cart-tail of the state. National- 
ism runs amuck. While politics, as 
it assumes greater and greater 
power over our lives, is expressed, 
not in that sobriety of thought and 
steadiness of action the time de- 
mands, but in distracted agitations 
which, in Macaulay’s phrase, resem- 
ble ‘the grinnings and writhings of 
a galvanized corpse’ more than ‘the 
struggles of an athletic man.’”

“The studies of various state com- 
missions, and the observation of 
many business leaders, have led to 
the belief that if we had had some 
such system a few years ago, it 
would have acted as a brake to 
check the rapid and devastating 
loss of home markets. 

“Records for the period between 
1929 and 1932 show a_ high per- 
centage of failure among grocery, 
dry goods, clothing and furnishing 
stores and shoe and leather shops. 
Many of them, no doubt, could have 
weathered the storm if there had 
been more regular, even if reduced, 
spending power.”

Processes Are 


For Protection 
They Follow Natural Laws 


As Defensive Measures of 


Body.

UCH of the confusion that ex- 
Mis among those not trained in 

medical science regarding vari- 
ous diseases, would be dispelled if 
they had an_ elementary uader- 
standing of the science of disease 
which is called pathology. With 
this knowledge it would be uncer- 
stood that disease is not an u.anat- 
ural state, but a perfectly natura: 
one. Disease processes follow nat- 
ural laws in a perfectly orderlv 
fashion. They are, indeed, in most 
cases, protective—the defensive re- 
action of the body to injury. In 
the sense that they remove super- 
annuated individuals from ‘the 
scene, they are protective to the 
race. 

Nothing better illustrates the 
fensive nature of disease than the 
process called inflammation. In- 
flammation is a set of activities 
that bodily cells perform as a resul: 
of injury. The injury may be one 
of many kinds—due to heat, burns, 
due to chemical destruction, as 
from caustic acids; due to force, 
as the fracture of a bone; or a cut. 
But commonest of all, perhaps, is 
infection, the entrance into the 
body of germs or bacteria. 

Whatever the cause, there results 
a destruction of tissue, and he 
healthy cells and tissues arouni 
proceed to repair the damage. First 
there occurs a dilation of biood 
vessels in the vicinity — evident to 
the naked eye as an area of red- 
ness that is noticeable around al! 
cuts or burns. From these dilated 
vessels there exudes into the wound 
a large number of white blood cells 
which engulf and destroy any bac- 
teria persent. The same cells, or 
similar cells, remove the debris of 
the destroyed tissues. From the 
surrounding tissues there come 
wandering tissue cells which in the 
course of time form a layer over the 
surface of the injured area.

Above this frequently clotted 
blood and matted masses of de- 
stroyed cells form the scab, under 


which the healthy granulations 
form with the scab as a protection. 
Finally, 
prepare the way, 
cells creep out through and over the 
granulations and heal in the 
If it is a skin wound, the skin cells 
from each side of the gap grow over 
the granulating surface and cover 
the wound with new healthy skin.

St. Louis Social Agencies Get 
Ready for a Merry Christmas

at Christmas time. No old aban- 
doned, broken down toy has been 
too much of a wreck for their con- 
sideration and they have gone to 
any: address from which has come 
the merest suggestion that a lot of 
unwanted toys were available. You'd 
be surprised at what bright, new- 
ly painted, whole, good-as-new and 
sometimes—better toys have been 
made of the most unpromising ma- 
terial. Just bits of toys, old wagon 
wheels, old dolls minus important 
members, even their heads, old 
blocks that have lain out in the 
rain forgotten, old mechanical toys 
that won’t run anymore, broken 
down kiddie cars and tricycles, doll 
houses that have been struck by 
nursery cyclones, all are gathered 


— together and become parts of whole

OME of the volunteers work 
§ continuously patching and plas- 

tering, glueing, cleaning and 
painting old dolls. Doll clothes are 
farmed out to sewing societies, 
sororities and groups which will 
undertake them. Some of the groups 
supply new dolls and dress them 
but the bigger and better dolls 
usually are those that some for 
tunate little girl has outgrown or 
grown tired of. An abandoned doll 
ts always a sad looking object be- 
cause seldom is she abandoned un- 
til she has lost every vestige of 
youth and beauty. But going 


fer these dolls of social background 
to those newly come from the 
stores, Last year 3000 dolls were 
given away. There were not half 
enough to fill the orders. One doll 
to two girls in a family was the 
rule. This year twice as many are 
assured but that won’t be enough, 
so anybody who has an abandoned 
doll in their attic is asked to let 
the guild know. They will collect 
it. The same being true of any 
other toys. 

The thing which makes me feel 
sure no child needs to be slighted 
by Santa Claus this year is the ef- 
ficiency with which his corps of 
helpers have organized themselves. 
They have divided themselves into 
departments, each responsible for 
the collection, restoration and dis- 
tribution of one particular type of 
toy. 

Mrs. Charles Baker heads the 
large and important doll depart- 
ment with her committee and Mrs. 
A. Lienert,|Mrs. H. McAlister and 
Mrs. J. W. Nickel as expert doll re- 
pairers. In the baby department 
Mrs. J. C. Whipple directs the mak- 
ing or mending of rag dolls, stuffed 
animals made of oil cloth and other 
playthings beloved of infants. The 
block department, Mrs. Alfred 
Hays, chairman, repaints old build- 
ing blocks and sorts them neatly 
into attractive boxes. The game de- 
partment, Mrs. Elbert Dekker, 
chairman. The bag department 
through which Mrs. F. Griesedick 
and her assistants see that no small 
seamstress shall be without sewing 


Kemp chairman, collecting and re- 
furbishing balls, bats, air planes, 
mechanical and other toys to suit 
the young man over six.
